The Committee itself, it should be noted, is not 
too certain of the prospects, because it has proposed, and the 
Council have agreed, that applications should be invited, in the 
ordinary way, for the post of full-time Minister for the New Syna. 
gogue, in case the applications received for tlie higher post ‘do not 
fully encourage the appointment of a Regional Minister at the 
present moment.” The doubt as to available personnel is delicately 
suggested, but it is also a little disquieting. 


Tue Council also were to discuss another frequent subject 
of controversy — the combination of the 
offices of Minister and.Secretary, which is an 
established practice in many Congregations. 
Unfortunately, owing to lack of time, considera- 
tion of this matter on Wednesday had to be left over. A lengthy 
report, however, has been presented by a Committee appointed 
just under a year ago to consider the desirability or otherwise 
of continuing this arrangement, and it suggests that in general 
it is highly advantageous. It blesses all concerned—the Congrega- 
tion, the United Synagogue, and the Minister bimself in “the fulfil- 
ment of his main religious task.” Weara afraid, however, that we 
are not convinced. We do not,find it easy to believe that the 
investment of a spiritual guide with secretarial duties, including the 
“ dunuing " of seatholders backward with their accounts, facilitates 
the fulfilment of his religious mission. It may give him greater 
opportunities of making the personal acquaintance of bis flock, but 
those opportunities should be sought in some other way and would ba 
provided to a greater extent than now if the Minister were relieved 
of his secretarial work. 


MINISTERS AS 
SECRETARIES 


IN any case, if Ministers have time to spare for the carrying on of 

secretarial labours then that time would be more 
AN UNTIMELY _ guitably employed in intensified application to 
ARRANGEMENT sirictly religious duties—to the filling of empty 

synagogues, to the influencing of the apathetic 
or hostile youth, to arresting the rot which has set in in the 
religious life of the Community. It is depressing and disconcerting 
that, at a time when hosts of Jews and Jewesses are drifting 
from the fold, the Council of the United Synagogue should 
shackle its Ministers with tasks that should be left to competent 
Officials, and, in doing so, strengthen, or appear so to do, the 
impression in many lay minds that the Ministry is, after all, only 
atrade. That impression is not likely to be weakened by the con- 
tinuance of a sort of cash-nexus between the Minister and his 
congregants, or by the knowledge that the man inthe pulpit has 
to handle the accounts from which his salary is drawn. What is 
really needed to-day is the enhancement of the reverence in which 
the cloth is held, and we have anxiously to consider whether turning 
its members into secretaries can help in the achievement of thas 
purpose, 


WRITING, recently, on the then impending visit of the German 
Foreign Secretary to London, ‘we quoted the 
declaration of .the Primate at the Church 
\ssembly two vears ago. “Iam sure,” he said, 
“that the continuance of the present (Jewish) 
persecution must seriously affect the goodwill 
with which the people of this country desire to 
regard the German nation.” Last week the Archbishop’ again 
addressed the same body, aud ounce more referred, in reproof, to the 
persistent attacks made upon Jews, On that occasion, too, the Bishop 
of Chichester alsospoke. The Church of England, he declared, desired 
friendship; but Ilerr Litler made bis own situation impossibly hard 
by his treatment of the Jews, of the “non-Aryan Christians, and of the 
Churches.” These direct words prove, anew, the continuing effect 
upon English minds of the wrongs done to Jews and others 
in Germany. They show also that it is in these crimes which 
are also biunders that one of the obstacles to Anglo-German 
amity resides, rather than in any mythical Jewish propagauda 
against the Reich.

As the banning of processions in the Exist End of London does not 

affect similar parades elsewhere the Fascists 
FASCISTS TO are proposing to marc), next Sunday, from 
MARCH AGAIN Kentish Town to Trafalgar Square. The neigk- 

bourhoods through which they will pass are not 
Jewish in the sense that Whitechapel may be snid to be, and 
the proposal, therefore, does not directly affect Jews qua Jews. 
But it possesses a serious significance, none the less, for all citizens. 
Part of the route that the march is now to take lies through a 


. district which has shown in the most unmistakable fashion that 


it does not wish to be pestered with Fascist attentions and that it 
resents them. Yet when an alternative line of march has to be 
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chosen, it is this area, described by the St. Pancras Joint Council of 
Labour as being overwhelmingly hostile and in a state of acute 
tension, which Sir Oswald Mosley selects from the scores of others 
available to him. Is not the inference obvious that in this case, 
as in the case of the East End, the whole purpose of the march is 
not to educate and persuade the public, but to provoke disturbance 
and thus to regain the supply of publicity for the movement which 
the East End ban so summarily cut off? 


ORDINARY citizens may find something grotesque in the speetacle of 
a number of people goiug about, in this neigh- 
bourhood and that, trying to attract attention to 
themselves by starting a row. But there is also 
something highly reprehensible in such a 
performance. For coat-trailing, which is all that Fascist propa- 
ganda amounts to, entails undoubted danger to the public peace, 
and the claim that it is a vindication of popular liberties is 
farcical. There is all the difference in the world between a 
peaceful gathering intended to convince and a gathering 
which must inevitably stir up strife. Jews and others, who 
very naturally protested against the processions and _incite- 
ments in a highly inflamed East London, were accused of intoler- 
ance, and Fascists would seem to be preparing to repeat that 
charge if their tactics next Sunday should lead to disturbance, their 
idea being to put the blame on the Jew. The real enemies of 
tolerance, of course, are the men who insist on thrusting them- 
selves and their provocative jargon on districts which abhor them. 
We hope, and believe, that the only result will be to enlighten the 
general body of citizens as to what the Fascist agitation really is, 
and to discredit beyond possibility of a hereafter this exotic and 
mischievous creed.

At 17, he was sent for health reasons to New Zealand, where he became a 
prospector. Later, he proceeded to the Australian goldfields, and 
became a trader in the interior until, hearing of the possibiiities which: 
South African gold-bearing land held out, he made his way to the 
Witwatersrand. In 1896 he had to part with his claims, which he sold for 
£250,090. 


The death has occurred, at the age of sixty-three, in Buenos Aires, of 
SENOR JACOB SHALOM LIACHOWITZKY, a well-known journalist, and one 
of the pioneers of the Jewish settlement.im Argentina. He was one of

Sin Roserr Watey Conen, K.B.E., presided on Wednesday 
at a meeting of the Council of the Umted Synagogue at Woburn Hotse. 

Sir Robert moved the report of the Executive Comuuttee, m= winien, 
under the heading ** New Synagogue,”’ a scheme was recormnended for 
the provision of additional classrooms and a ‘commodation tor Stamford 
Hill Bovs’ Clubs. The recommendation was approved. The honorary 
title of Emeritus Minister of the New Synagogue was conferred on Ue 
few. S. Levy. who has just retired. 

Following long discussion, it was desided to invite applichtions for the 
post of Regional Minster for North and North Kast London, at a com 
mencing salary of £800 (with an Assistant Minister for the New Syne- 
vogue, ata commencing salary of £400), or alternatively for the post of 
Minister for the New Synagogue, at a commencing salary of £650. 

The Council approved the proposals of the Welfare Committee involvin . 
the substitution for-the present Centre in Buxton Street, E., of premises 
to be erected on a site in Bethnal Green Road for welfare and youth 
club purposes, at a cost at present roughly estunated at £13,000. 

Proposals for close! co-ordination ol the work al the rion «fl Hebrew 
and Religion Classes with that of the Umited Synagogue were approved, 
and the Hon. Officers were empowered to arrange the details, which 
included the taking over, im due course, of the secretanal work by ‘he 
Union's Edueation Officer, through the regretted retirement shortly of 
the Rev. W. Levin, revised arrangements for clenecal work, and the 
transference of the office of the Union to the head office of the United 
Svnayowue. The educational work of the Umon would still be entirely 
under the direction of its own Executive, on which the Council of the 
United Synagogue 1s represented, 

When several members of the Council (ineluding members of the Build 
iy resisted proposed new «arrangement regard te the 
Property Department, some of the Honorary Officers threatened to resign. 
The proposals were finally carried, the Officers’ point being gamed. 

Reports of the various Committees were earned 

Owing to the lateness of the hour, consideration was postponed of the 
report of the Special Committee appointed by the Council at iheur meetime 
on Julv 2ist. 1936. to consider afresh the desirainhty, or otherwise, of 
combining the offices of Minister and Secretary at the Synagogues of the 
Lnited Synagogue 

The opportunity was taken to present to Sir Robert a portrait of 
hunself, ‘‘ as a token of esteem and gratitude for the great services he 
has rendered the United Synagogue for so many years and which the 
council fervently hope he will contimue to render for many years to come.”’

Perhaps exact comparison is difficult. But take, 
for example, the situation of the Jews some eight hundred years 
ago-—in the twelfth century. Those were the days of the crusades, 
with their rapine and slaughter. “The Jews,” as a competent 
writer remarked in: these columns a couple of“years ago, “ were 
conveniently handy as whipping boss; more than ever twelfth. 
century Jewry in France and Germany may claim with justice to 
have filled the réle of suffering servant to’the fullest extent of its 
bitterness.’ The first crusade ended, a year or so before the twelfth 
ceatury opened, in the conquest of Jerusalem, amid scenes of 
horror and destruction of human life which mark one of ‘the most 
sickening records in the history of civilised man.’ Again, the Holy 
City fell—and in its overthrow many Jews perished. In the middle 
of the century came the second crusade. Fewer Jews perished, but 
the martyrdom of the Jews in the Rhineland and in France remains 
on record as an awful chapter in our people's annals. Nor is that 
all, for in this twelfth century occurred the first case in which Jews 
were actually accused of having killed a Christian child for ritual 
purposes. It wasin that era that money-iending grew to be the 
Jew's chief occupation. The French King, Philip August, clapped 
all his Jewish subjects into prison, so as to set a price on their 
release. Then, in the following year, he drove them out in order 
to seize their property. In Germany, nowadays, Jews are forced 
to part with their businesses and Jewish emigrants are plundered. 
But in the twelfth century it was in the same country that the 
theory first took shape that the Jews were the special property of 
the Imperial Exchequer. It was their business in life to obtain 
revenue from the people, and then in tura to be bled by the 
Emperors.

Education Aid Society 
Helping Deserving Students 


Students’ letters of gratitude are quoted appreciatively in the thirty- 
ninth report of the Education Aid Society, just issued. The Society 
(which publishes also a free pafiphlet on its objects, methods, and 
progress) exists to provide financial help for selected Jewish students in 
science, music, arts, etc., at universities and colleges. 

1@ report records an interesting contrast between the year of the 
foundation of the Education Aid Committee (as it was then known) in 
1898, when £46 I6s. 6d. was expended on eight students, and the 
fmmediate past year, 1936, when £3,009 17s. 4d. was spent on sixty 
students. Repayments by former students of all categories 
during the year amounted to £1,107, a level which, the report 
states, affords striking proof of the utility of the Society’s work, since 
rm marks an earning power which, but for the Society, most students 
would have been denied the opportunity of acquiring. 

In making an earnest appeal to the Community for more help, the 
report (which is signed by Mr. A. J. Makower, Chairman, and Mr. E.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Language of Our Fathers 


The best wav for us to vindicate the name and honour of Jew is to be 
clear about the demands Judaism makes upon us, to fulfil those 
demands, and to uphold those special contmbutions which our people 
claim to be able to make towards the world’s advance. If we are 
indeed a peculiar people, we can justify that challenge only by pro- 
claiming and by living our distinctive message. This is the value of 
the Jewish consciousness. 

There is one wav among a few others in which this very precios 
possession ean be reawakened again and again in our own lives: 7 
through the language of our fathers. In a land where differences of 
faith play little part in social or political hie, where Jew and Genti'e 
speak one tongue and bring up their children toge*her to English 
ideals and standards of life, the Hebrew languag remains as a 
perpetual remindeg to us that we still own a living her, age of faith and 
life. in which we beliewe with all our heart and soul. The Synagogue, 
our observances and ceremonies, Jewish history and our reverence tor 
its teaching, the English translation of the Bible—all these possessions 
are a living embodiment of Judaism in one form or another. But in 
order to interpret them, to use them for our Inspiration and guidance 
as Jews. it is the Hebrew language alone which makes possible our 
acquaintance with ideals which are almost unique and are well-nigh 
untranslatable. 

For those who consider that modern Western culture, philosophy, 
and religious teaching have supplanted the product of the Hebrew 
venius. there is nothing in Hebrew which cannot be retained and imter- 
preted in modern languages. They hold that we are better—as Enghsh, 
French, or Amenean Jews—without the special and peculiar outlook 
ot the ancient Hebrew, and that a faith or teaching which needs a 
particular vehicle of thought to give it reality 1s doomed to decay, like 
the textbooks of fifty years ago which have been replaced by new ones. 
Surely no true Jew can be of this mind. Universalism and brotherhood 
and understanding hetween peoples are tremendous needs to-day, but 
sy also are lovaltv to and understanding of that which we call our 
own. If we are content to let Hebrew die out in our midst, because we 
cannot spare the time to learn it, or because we are indifferent ‘to its 
untranslatable genius, we do in effect range ourselves with those to 
whom a language is but a form of words essential only where lving 
men and women communicate in that particular tongue their present- 
day needs, 

But language IS Iho artiticial crowth. It registers iis nothing else does 
the peculiar thought of those who expressed themselves im it, and to 
whom it was their natural medium of expression: Hebrew 1s so 
inextricably bound up with Jewish hfe and thought that we cannot 
really hope to abolish the one and to keep the others. The gemus of 
Hebrew is the possession of the Jew, which each generation must learn 
afresh, if that genius is to remain a living and an active force. When 
w: read the English Bible, great as is the old authorised translation, 
we are assimilating neither Hebrew nor English ideas. The English 
translators, quite apart from the fact that they were Christians, have 
nobly and faithfully attempted to convey the thought of the’ Hebrew 
mind—for the most part at any rate. But they must always fail. 
Why?  Beeause it is simply impossible to translate or transport an 
outlook or an atmosphere. Even free paraphrase—otten far better 
than an atiempt at a literal translation—is utterly unable to render 
the thought of the writer, still less tu convey his standpoint or his 
attitude of mund. 

It is regarded as a strong argument for the retention of Hebrew that 
Jews in all parts of the world use it in the Synagogue. The very sound 
of the language makes us all feel at home and umted. , This assumes 
that those wlio share this feeling understand Hebrew, otherwise there 
is httle value in this contention. But be this as it may, the idea 
imples the consciousness that there is indeed something distinctive, 
and therefore something Jewish about. Hebrew. It recognises at least 
the power of Hebrew te convey something which no other language | 
can represent. And so its continued use is of the Inghest importance, 
because it brings us into contact with that atmosphere, so sacred and 
so inimitable, which made us very largely what we are. Modern 
Western hfe and culture are the products of Hellenism—the Greek 
outlook on the world—and of Hebraism—that of the Jew. The ‘one is 
contained in the magnificent classical Greek literature. In former days 
no Enghshman was educated unless he knew Greek. The other is to 
be found in classical Hebrew, the language of the Bible, and even the 
Christian priest is required to know something of Hebrew, because 
without it his knowledge of the Bible must always be secondhand. 

Think of the remarkable way in which the Hebrew conception of 
tame differs from that in other languages. To the Hebrew mind, there 
is strictly no past or future, no present, but only a distinction between 
an action which is complete or incomplete. As a modern non-Jewish 
writer has well put it: “(Hebrew) is a language which not only 


breathes the words and thoughts of the Eternal Being, with whom 


there is neither past nor future, but in its very structure is framed to 
deal with hfe from His point of view, and to regard events only accord- 
ing as they have fulfilled or are waiting to fulfil their destined end.” 
But it is not merely a matter of language at all. The breath of 
the eternal spirit of Judaisin is conveyed to us in its only perfect form 
in Hebrew. It is that spirit, that living spirit, which we desire to feel 
and to hand on. The sound of a language cannot unite us; it is only a 
common spirit which can do this. It is at our disposal for us to share 
in its glories. Ideas are a living reality only to writers, not to trans- 
lators ; and it is living ideas which are our concern. Hebrew was the 
spaken and written expression of men who trusted in the merev of 
God, and were conscious of his guiding power. Through this language 
they brought the world to this faith. The Jew may stall challenge the 
world to pxoduce another such noble and beautiful vessel which has | 
poured forth this knowledge. among men and made it imperishable. 
But only. if, he knows the language itself, and so is able to feel for his .

In 
reply to further questions, he stated his Department had called for no 
tenders for advertising from Luxembourg. 


The Italian Anti-British Broadcasts 
PROTESTS BY MR. EDEN 


In the House of Commons on Monday, Lreut.-Com. Furercaer (Lab., 
Nuneaton) asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs if he had 
any information to give the House regarding the anti-British Itahan 
propaganda ium Palestine and Arabia, and if -he proposed to protest to 
the Itahan Government against its continuance.

NO BAN ON FASCIST MARCH 


Home Secretary and “Free Assembly” - 


‘* PARTICULAR CIRCUMSTANCES "' OF EAST END 


Sir Samuel Hore has replied in the following words to a cCayTes- 
pondent who wrote to him protesting against the proposed Fascist 
march from Kentish Town to Trafalgar Square, and urging that it be 
prohibited : 

« ...The Order made by the Commissioner (on June 21st) was 
made because, as the statute says, of ‘the particular circumstances ° 
existing in certain parts of the East End of London. In those parts 
there is concentrated a large number of Jews whose memories of racial 
persecution make them particularly sensitive, and a Fascist procession 
in centres where these special conditions exist word, in the judgment 
of the Commissioner and of myself, inevitably have led to serious 
public disorder. 

“So far as I am aware there are no such particular circumstances 
existing in the Borough of St. Pancras. If it be suggested that, never- 


, theless,. the proposed Fascist procession through St. Pancras should 


be prohibited because of the hostility and opposition which it will 
arouse, I can only say that I should degply regret having to regard 
a mere threat of opposition to a sedges political demonstration as a 
sufficient ground for prolubiting that demonstration. 

“In this country, with our free institutions, every political creed, 
however much one may differ from it, has equal mghts, interference 
with which can be justified only in the most exceptional circumstances 
such .as those which at present obtain‘in the East End of London. If a 
lawful procession could be prohibited in this country. merely because 
political opponents organised opposition to it or threatened to create 
disorder, there would be an end of free demonstration and frée assembly 
in this country, and a premium would be put on disorder, 


Function of the Police 


“The maintenance of our civil and political liberties depends on the 
extent to which we are prepared to tolerate our political opponents. 
Street brawls between the Fascists and anti-Fascists only serve as an 
mivertisement to alien political creeds, which otherwise could hope to 
gain no footing in this country, and I hope that all true lovers of hberty 
and of public order will lend no countenance or support to methods 
which in this country cannot be tolerated. 

“The position of the police and of the executive authorities is clear. 


Their primary function is that of maintaining public order, and if 


opposition is organised to lawful processions or demonstrations, the 
police have no alternative but to take such steps as may be necessary 
to deal with disturbers of the publie peace.”

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ANXIETY IN ST. PANCRAS 


Residents Fear Disorders 
FASCIST MARCHERS UNWELCOME 


[From our Special Correspondent} 


I spent several hours last week in St. Pancras inquiring into 
the attitude of local inhabitants towards«the proposed Fascist march on 
Sunday. I found everywhere great indignation at the idea of the 
demonstration. This was most apparent in the queues formed by local 
residents anxious to sign a petition, organised by the North St. 
Pancras Labour Party, calling for the banning of the march. And it 
should be noted that this is a non-Jewish area. I did not notice a 
single Jew during my peregrinations and only two at the meeting 
mentioned below. 

A non-Jewish street tracer told me that he had signed the petition 
because wherever the Fascists appeared there was trouble. He recalled 
that before the arrival of the Fascists in St. Pancras political meetings 
had on the whole been conducted in an orderly manner. He certainly 
had never heard such ‘abusive language as the Blackshirts now 
ermployed. | 

A shopkeeper said that he took little interest in politics, but he was 
opposing the Blackshirt march because of the disturbed conditions 
produced by Fascism. 

I understand that on Friday night several hundred St. Pancras 
citizens held an anti-Fascist march through the Borough. There were 
very few police with them, and everywhere the demonstrators were 
welcomed. The march concluded with an open-air meeting. 

Further evidence of, the strong local anti-Fascist feeling was given 
by the different receptions accorded to a Fascist and to an anti-Fascist 
meeting. At the latter#heeting, which was held at Islip Street, whence 
the Blackshirts intend to march on Sunday, there was an enthusiastic 
and orderly audience. At the Fascist meeting at Caversham Road 
the speaker's remarks were almost inaudible above the heckling of the 


audience. The speaker declarer? that the Fascists would march on 


Sunday, and he aroused the greatest opposition when he began 
Jew-baiting, The audience—I noticed only .two Jews present— 


immediately shouted : “ Jew-baiting ! We don't want you!” 

The St. Pancras Joint Council of Labour, representing the Trade 
Union, Labour, and Co-operative movements, has organised a number 
ot demonstrations and meetings, and a deputation to the Mayor to ask 
him to take all possible action to prevent St. Pancras being invaded 
by a body “so far removed from reason and all the traditions. of 
British civic life.” 


WILD DISORDERS IN GREEN STREET 


Blackshirts Parade in Banned_Area 
PUBLIC AUTHORITIES AND JEWS INSULTED 
[From our Special Correspondent] 


Last Friday mght scores of police were rushed in lorries from outlying 
districts to Green Street, Bethnal Green, where a crowd of Blackshirt 
men and women, who believed that one of their speakers had been 
arrested, were demonstrating. 

Mr. J. Pearce, the Secretary of the Jewish People’s Council, who was 
present, told me that he was amazed by the provocative behaviour of 
the Blackshirts, who paraded in Green Street, apparently defying the 
police. The Fascist speaker spoke in the most insolent manner of 
public authorities and officials. He referred, for instance, to Sir Philip 
Game as Mrs. Game, and to the Home Secretary as “ Wobbly Willie.” 
He was, I am told, cautioned several times by the police, who finally 
caused him to leave his platform. 

‘The Blackshirts in the audience immediately began to shout : “ The 
Jews will suffer for this! We'll break all their windows! We'll smash 
their shops up!” Scenes of great disorder then followed. For some 
time the Blackshirts seemed to be in control of Green Street, and they 


‘ marched up and ‘down singing the Horst Wessel song and shouting: 


* Death to the Jews !”’ 

All traffic was stopped and my informant says he was amazed to 
see such a parade of Fascists through the banned area, When 
Mr. Pearce left at 11 p.m., there was still great disorder, and numbers 
of Blackshirts had collected outside the local B.U.F. headquarters in 
Green Street, where they continued to shout obscene remarks. 


Enric Reeve, thirty-one, of Bethnal Green, and Albert Lane, twenty- 
five, of Bow, were charged at Old Street Police Court on Saturday with 
using insulting words and behaviour in Green Street during the 
disturbances. There were two further charges against Lane, of assault- 
ing Morris ‘Winger, a grocer, and wilfully damaging three glasses 
belonging to him. : 

Winger stated that he was outside hi§ shop when the prisoners 
came along and Lane punched him on the mouth and threw over an 
ice-cream stall, breaking three glasses. A police officer stated 
that as prisoners passed the shop they shouted: “Down with 
the Jews!” The magistrate (Mr. Metcalfe) said they had behaved 
very stupidly.

THE LAST OF THE SHTADLANIM 


The death of Dr. Henry Sliosberg, the famous Russian Jewish 
lawyer, so keenly regretted in all informed Jewish quarters, has 
been the occasion for raising the question of the use or otherwise 
of the s/itadlan. the Jewish notable who exerts his influence on 
behalf of his fellow-Jews in official or semi-official quarters. 

The late Dr. Sliosberg was one of those noble Jews who, according 
to a writer in the HAINT, was a shfadlan in the best sense of the word. 
His whole life while in Petrograd under the old regime was a struggle 
to obtain better conditions for the Jéws. He was not a fighter, but he 
exploited every possibility and influence and employed all his legal 
eminence to alleviate the Jewish position. He was no revolutionary; 
indecd, he feared like many other leading Jews that a revolutionary 
outbreak would be at the cost of the millions of Jews in Russia. Ile was 
all for a constitutional reform on the British model, and he lived to see 
the bloodless revolution by Kerensky and the Jewish attainment of equal 
In those days, the writer recalls, Sliosberg believed that. his dream 
having been achieved, the Jewish struggle was atan end. AsaJdew and 
a Russian. he delighted in the liberation of the Jews in Russia, vainly 
believing that the tragedy of the bulk of the Jewish people had ended... . 
but he lived to see the creat illusion. He died in exile, remote from. the 
scene of his former creat activity, realising that anti-Semitism and perse 
cution of the Jews cannot be solved by shiadlanot even of the best and 
noblest kind, but that the strueggle for Jewish existence must continue 
with undiminished effort and heroism.

The decay of Turkish Jewry is the subject of an article in the 
JEWISH MORNING JOURNAL (New York).

Jewish 
that previously enjoyed camplete autonomy are now being harried ana 
suppressed and attempts are frequently made to obstruct the teaching 
of Hebrew and to discourage Jewish cdueation Such is the position tu 
Salonika, 

still worse, ly wever, even travic, isthe Jewish situation in new burkey., 
where fanatical nationalism. in the form of Pan-Turkism, has taken the 
place of the former chaotic and degenerate despotic regime, The Jews 
in Turkey. the article continues, are in a terrible plight and are gradually 
decaying, unable to tell the world of their condition, Out of fear of the 
despotic regime they must remain silent, The number of Jews in Turkey 
is now less than half of what it was before the war. Some of the Tarkish 
Jews, who had hoped that they..would receive better treatment through 
close identification with Turkish ideas and through assimilation, have been 
disillusioned. The fact is, that the present ‘Turkish regime does not 
tolerate any clement that is not part of the Turks. The Turkish Govern 
mont has throughont endeavoured to limit the Jews economically and to 
suppress theuy culturally; All Jewish schools have been obliged to intro 
duce Turkish as the language of instruction, Hebrew being almost excluded 
The Jewish newspapers appearing in Espanol have disa 

‘The writer says there is a group of Jews in Turkey dotng its utmost to 
assist the authorities in eradicating Jewish culture and Jewish knowledge. 
This group appears to have made an alliance with the authorities in the 
effort to convert the Jewish population into hundred per cent Turks. 
There are daily applications by Jews to the authorities to effect a change 
of their Jewish into Turkish names. Indeed, the liquidation of Turkish 
Judaism, thokgh perhaps less enforced than in Russia, is proceeding 
rapidly. The Jewish population in Turkey has now becn reduced to about 
100,009 souts.

There follows a detailed account of the minor disturbances following 
the funeral of one ef the Jews killed near Tulkarm, with the following 
astonishing. note appended: “ During the 17th and 18th of April no 
i case of reprisal on the part of Arabs was reported to the police.” 


The report then proceeds : 

; On Sunday, April 19th, about 9.30 a.m., rumours became current in Jaffa 
4 that two Arabs had been killed in Tel-Aviv by Jews, and crowds of Arabs

"a subsequently circulated that the bodies of the two alleved victims had been 
brought to the Jafla Central Police Station. Despite denials of the rumours 
r by the District Commissioner and a subsequent abortive search by Arab 
i notables, at his invitation, of the Central Police Station and buildings, the 


crowd maintained their belief in the rumour and departed amid much disorder 
towards the Government hospital to pursue their investigations. On their 
way they made a series of indiscriminate assaults on Jews. 
Simultaneously, two other rumours, also unfounded, had gained wide 
credence in two other separate parts of Jaffa: 
(a) In the Manshieh quarter; that four Arabs, including one woman, 
had been murdered by Jews; 


_ (b) At the Town Square; that three Arabs had been killed by Jews 
y in an Arab orange grove on the Salameh Road. 
: The effect of these rumours was to produce immediate acts of violence by 
Arabs.

Palestinian Festival Plays 


Realising a Great Vision 


CRYSTALLISING THE “SHOUT OF JOY” 


‘A proggct as beautiful as it is promusing” was the desenption 
apphed bW Professor Albert Eimstem to the idea of a cycle of 
Palestinias festival plavs, when he agreed to beeome a member of an 
Honorary’ Committee formed to consider the question, 
The magnitude off the project, which is based on Biblical drama 
enacted on the adtual histonmecal sites in Jerusalem and elsewhere, 
appealed also to other world-famous figures, who have wittingly agreed 
to serve on the varhous national Comrnittees. 

A number of Jews, undisturbed by the mmmediate menacé of last 
vears Arab disturbances in Palestine, have been moved to create 
this further means of Apreading culture and inspiration, and thei idea 
is to stage an annuallevent,. analogous to the Salzburg Festival in 
Austria, but of even greater imaginative scope, in the land where the 
three great Faiths meet. 

Dr. Arthur Rundt, of Viena, writer, playwnght, and theatre pro- 
ducer, is the imtiator of the pres&nt plan, and for the past few years 
he has travelled extensively in Europe and America pursuing his 
objective and enlisting the active co-operation of leading men in the 
arts and the smences. Dr. Rundt, in 1912, founded the Vienna 
Volksbuline, and was its Managing Director till 1919. 


Non-Sectarian international Committce 


Following on a series of visits to England, U.S.A., and Palestine by 
Dr. Rundt in 1935, an Honorary International Committee, composed 
of Jews and non-Jews, was formed, and among its members were 
George Bernard Shaw, Professor Freud, Professor Einstein. 
Thornton Wilder, Hendnk Willem van Loon, and Max Reinhardt (who 
offered his full co-operation in any active way required)... The Jewish 
Agency in Palestine also showed a lively interest in the scheme, and 
Dr. Rundt was told that Zionist minds had dreamed of such a scheme 
for years, but without practical outcome, as they had found no one 
of suthcrent knowledge and experience hitherto. Its -cultural 
and sociological influence was recognised as of supreme importance, 
especially as a medium for the expression of the inward joy of the 
pioneers in the Land of Israel. Some form was needed through which 
to crystallise—so far as one may crystalhse an art form—the “ shout 
of joy” which almost insensibly welled up in the breasts of those 
Jews who at last were come to a land of their own.

Replacing Last Year's Destruction 
VALUE OF THE CAROB TREE

In the 5697 planting season, 333.291 new tre Were planted 
addition to replacements of those destroved in the 5696 cisturbance 
This is the larvest of trees planted Wy 
more, too. than the number in the hirst twenty Veurs ol the Pree 
Fund's existence, during which only 332.215 trees were planted 

The figure above, however, represents only part of this vear's planting 
In the King George Jubilee. Forest, only 35.436 trees wer planted 
although the plans of the J.N.F. Forestry Department had provided 
for 150,000 trees. The delay caused. by dissension with loca! 
HBeduin and fellahin, who clainned grazing rights on the halls of Nazareth 
The Keren Kayemeth’s mght to plant in this area has mot vet been 
recognised, in spite. of several court judgments its tavoul 

Weather conditions have .also hindered this. vear’s planting. The 
ramifall was unprecedentedl# heavy and special measures were neces 
sary to enable planting to be carned om. On the other hand, the trees 
planted benehited trom the rains 

As far as possible the Tree Fund purchases the saplings it requires 
from those settlements responsible for the mamtenance of its torests., 
In the past season, saplings were acquired from Kfar Hahoresh. 
Shumron, Mishmar Haemek, Ramath Yohanan, and Shaar Hiamakirn. 
The income from the sale of these saplings, together with the work 
connected with planting and the maintenance of the torests, is an 
mportant part of the living of these settlements. 

In Mishinar Haemek, Ginegar, Kfar Hahoresiy, and im the King 
George V Jubilee Forest, 50,649 trees were planted im place of the 
54.229 destroved dumnng the 1936 disturbances. The difference in 
number im due to the planting of new varieties that require more 
space than those replaced, or to the unpossibilitv of planting new 
saplings amidst old trees (as at Ben Shemen), 

Every year new saplings are planted to replace those which failed 
to take root m the previous vear; in the past season: $9,657 of such 
replacements were made 


A New Avenue 


“Another 28,000 trees were planted. on the banks of the Naamen 
Rrver, in the northerri section of Emek Zebulun, to ensure possession 
of the land. “A beginning was also made with the planting ot the 
belt which will divide the residential and industrial zones ul Emek 
Zebhulun ; 4,000. trees were planted in eight rows ajJong an ayenue one 
kilometre in length. In addition to all these, a number of eucalyptus 
trees were planted in Emek Zebulun, giving a grand total of 506,000 
new trées. 

Of the varieties planted,”pine trees, as tisual, held pride of place, 
béing 92 per cent, of the total. Carob, or locust, trees are being 


‘mereasingly planted, being valuable both as forest and fruit trees; 


this variety were planted this year, and it ts intended to 
increase that. number in the future. Besules bearing fruit in the 
seyenth. and eighth year after planting, the carob has the added 
advantage of not easily being consumed by fire. All the carob trees 
at Mishinar Haemek and in the Balfour Forest that were damaged by 
fire during the disturbances have since revived. 

The total number of trees planted by the Keren Kayemeth up to 
thie end of ‘the 56697 season is 2,191,839, on an area of 8,992 dunatns. 
The Jargest forests are those planted at Kfar Halhoresh (507,706 trees), 
at Ginegar (400,496 trees), and at Mishmar Haemek (217.243 trees).

The David Eder Memorial Library 


A Unique Gift 
SAFEGUARDING ITS FUTURE 
a Cer cspon nt] 


Shortly after the death of Dr. David Eder in the summer of 1956 
the Jewish National and University Library was officially informed 
that his library of psycho-analytical works had been bequeathed to 
that institution. 

Ata time when there was no finished plan for even one of. the 
buildings on Mount Scopus; Dr. Eder spoke about them if they 
were accomplished facts, and thus he saw them in‘lis imagination: 
He was one of the small band of idealists who witnessed the laying 
of the foundation-stones of the University o& Mount Scopus in 1Y1S, 
while the guns of the contending British and Turkish armies were 
still thundering in close proximity to Jerusalem Qu his return to 
England he became the moving spirit of the preparatory activities 
(Continued on next page) 
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for the University, and served until his death in 1936 as a 
Governor of the University and as a member of the British 
Committee of the “ Friends efThe University.” His special affection 
and care were directed towards the Jewish National and University 
Library from its very beginnings, when it was still distributed in 
various parts of the town. 

Dr. Eder's library, which has now been transferred to the Jewish 
National and University Library, contains an almost complete series 
of all the more important ps;cho analytical periodicals in English, 
French, and German, numbering altogether about 150 volumes. 
Beside the periodicals, Dr. Eder's bequest consists of a very fine 
and comprehensive collection of 250 important books on psycho. 
analysis, general and social psychology. Included are almost all the 
important books which have appeared on these subjects in English 
in the last ten years. 

In addition a number of friends of Dr. Eder intend to;see to it 
that his memory is kept green. His co-workers in thé field of 
psycho-analysis and his Zionist friends unite in these endeavours. 
Dr. Ernest Jones, President of the International Psycho-analytical 
Association, is the head of this circle and Dr. Maurice Sorsby and 
Miss Barbara Low (Mrs. Eder's sister) are assisting. | A fair amount 
of money has already been raised for the establishing of the Eder 
Memorial Library, and it is to be hoped that through this and other 
means it will be possible to build a very substantial: Nbrary. This 
new department of the Jewish National and University Library 
will comprise not only psycho-analysis but also general psychology 
and psycho-therapeutics in all its branches, as well as other subjects 
related to psychology and necessary for psychological studies. 

The Jewish National and University Library is already in close 
touch with the Committee in London, and there have already been 
preliminary deliberations with regard to the buying of books. The 
Jewish National and University Library can be trusted to make 
wise use of this unique gift to develop one department fully and 
systematically, and to pay special attention to completing the tiles 
of those psychological periodicals already represented and to acquire 
complete series of other such periodicals not yet represented there. 

Every book bought out of this fund will be marked by a special 
bookplate ; this will be an additional means of keeping Dr. Eder's 
name alive in the rooms and files of the National Library.

Cormmission’s Conduct Challenged 


EVIDENCE SECURED UNDER MISAPPREHENSION

Sin.'The Palestine Movement i on the eve of what may well prove 
to be the anost critical phase in its history. Within the next few months 
it will be called upon to take decisions which are certain \ exercise a 
decisive influence on the destiny of Palestine and the Jewish people.

The anticipated decision of the Royal Conmiunission to re onmend 
partition has evoked expressions of the gravest anxiety from leading 
politicians of all parties, and the House of Commons will insist on an 
opportunity for discussion before the country ts commntted to a revolu- 
tionary departure from the pohey supported by every Government since 
the War Colonel J. © 
attitude has once again put all fnends of Palgstine in hus debt, las found 
allies in all parts of the House. Mr, Winston Churchill if among those

who have made no secret of then Oppesition to the puartition proposal, 

The Jewish people as a whole has had no opportunity of expressing an 
opinion through its accredited representatives on the Commussion’s drastic 
propose ls. That is one of the gravest features of the situation. Judginent 
has been passed on a vital issue which was carefully. concealed from the 
witnesses. To put it more plainly and bluntly, the Royal Conunission 
has exceeded its terms of reference. It was appounted to suggest ways of 
meeting the grievances of Jews and Arabs, and it has ended by creating 
, new grievance for both, It was asked to present proposals which should 
secure the fulfilment of the Mandate, and it now suggests that-the Mandate 
should be ended. The Coloma! Secretary gave the most explicit assurances 
that the Mandate itself was not in question when the Commission was 
appointed, Had he failed to do se, would the Jews have been prepared 
to co-operate with the Coummission’?: The answer ean hardly be im doubt. 
The Jews did not want the Commission. Only with reluctance and out of 
a sense of loyalty to the Mandatory Power did they elect to give evidence, 
while the Arabs vet stood aloof, because of the assurance that the Mandate 
Was not in jeopardy. The assurance was accepted in good faith; the whole 
of the voluminous evidence, prepared with unfimite care and labour, was 
presented on.that assumption. Why was no hint given that the real issue 
hefore the Comnussion was the Mandate itself? 


How the Agency was Misied 

In the licht of the Commissién’s conclusions, a number of incidents 
which seemed inexplicable yyw take on a new significance. The attempt 
of one witness to give a number of examples of the successful working of 
the Mandatory system was Hnpatiently brushed aside. The Commission 
wanted only grievances. The Jewish Agency was urged to formulate its 
grievances. It did so, supposing in all innocence that it was demonstrating 
that the Mandate was not being carned out. It had no intention of 
assisting a specious attempt to show that the Mandate was itself unwork- 
able. On another occasion a witness was asked whether the Mandate was 
his Bible. It seemed an odd question from a Commission whose business 
it was to protect the Mandate. The full and sinister significance of all 
this has only now become apparent. 

The Commission will doubtless claim that it was driven to the con- 
clusion that the Mandate has proved to be unworkable. Its Report will 
be unpleasant reading for the Palestine Administration, whose ineptitudes 
and vacillations have been a major factor in producing this melancholy 
result in the minds of the Commission. But it will be no answer to the 
question: Why were the Jewish people, who will be the victims of the 
proposal, not asked to give evidence on partition? 


High Commissioner's Responsibility 


The politictans and officials who have been heard in camera in London 
have had their opportunity and have taken it. The High Commissioner, 
whose policy is largely -responsible for the failure of ordered government 
in Palestine, has been summoned to London, and he has had his 
opportunity. But the false as- unptions on which Jewish witnesses were 
led to testify made their evidence irrelevant to the vital though veiled 
issue in the minds of the Commission. 

The time has come for the Jewish people to speak and to speak out 
plainly. Our moral position is unshakable. We were promised that the 
integrity of the Mandate would be maintained; that promise threatens 
to be broken. At least we have the right to be heard on the new position 
which has been created. Nor i the battle by any means lost. Our 
demand for justice will be powerfully supported in Parliament. High 
military authorities are gravely apprehensive of the effects of a proposal 
which would leave positions of vital strategic importance at the mercy of 
potentially hostile tribesmen. Abowe all>.thé- Jewish people remains 


wholly uncommitted to partition. It requires only the will to destroy 
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For there can be no Jewish State without the co-operative help of the 
Jews. Moreover, there can be no partition without the support, or at 
least the acquiescence, of the Council of the League and the United States 
of America. Does anyone in his senses suppose that the Powers will 
reward a failure to carry out the Mandate by the gift of military and 
naval concessions in Palestine? With the Mandate will go automatically 
every vestige of British claim to safeguards in Haifa or on the Asiatic 
approaches to the Red Sea. The vital interests of the British Common- 
wealth in Palestine depend now, as they have always depended, upon 
the Jewish National Home. 

In the meantime, the opposition to partition within the Jewish Agency 
gathers weight daily; Mr. Ussishkin, the man of the Right. receive 
unexpected reinforcement from the Left Wing of the Labour Movement. 
Hashomer Hazair, which is solid in its implacable hostility to partition: 
the Orthodox Mizrachi finds itself aligned with the non-Zionist Reform 
Jews of New “York, whose consistent opposition is echoed by the New 
York Times. There is scarcely a group or party which has failed to go on

The Jewish people as a whole has had no opportunity of expressing an 
opinion through its accredited representatives on the Commussion’s drastic 
proposals, That is one of the gravest features of the situation. Judgment 
has heen passed on a vital issue which was. carefully concealed from the 
witnesses. To put it more plainly and bluntly, the Royal Commission 
has exceeded its terms of reference. It was appointed to suggest ways of 
meeting the grievances of Jews and Arabs, and it has ended by creating 
/ new grievance for both. It was asked to present proposals which should 
<ecure the fulfilment of the Mandate, and it now suggests that the Mandate 
should be ended. The Colonial Secretary gave the most explicit assurances 
that the Mandate itself was not in question when the Commission was 
appomted. Had he failed to do so, would the Jews have been prepared 
te co-operate with the Commussion?: The answer ean hardly be in doubt. 
The Jews did net want the Commission. Only with reluctance and out of 
a sense of loyalty to the Mandatory Power did they elect to give evidence, 
while the Arabs vet stood aloof, because of the assurance that the Mandate 
Was not in jeopardy. The assurance was accepted in good faith; the whole 
of the voluminous evidence, prepared with uafimite care and labour, was 
presented on that assumption. Why was no hint given that the real issue 
before the Commussion was the Mandate itself? 


How the Agency was Misied 

In the light of the Commission's conclusions, a number of incidents 
which seemed inexplicable now take on a new significance. The attempt 
af one witness to give a number of examples of the successful working of 
the Mandatory system was unpatiently brushed aside. The Commission 
wanted only gnevances. The Jewish Agency was urged to formulate its 
urnievances. It did so, supposing in all innocence that it was demonstrating 
that the Mandate was not being carned out. It had no intention of 
assisting a specious attempt to show that the Mandate was itself unwork- 
able. On another occasion a witness was asked whether the Mandate was 
hus Bible. It seemed an odd question from a Commission whose business 
it was to prote¢t the Mandate. The full and sinister significance of all 
this has only now become apparent. 

The Commussion will doubtless claim that it was driven to the con- 
clusion that the Mandate has proved to be unworkable. Its Report will 
be unpleasant reading for the Palestine Administration, whose ineptitudes 
and vacillations have been a major factor in producing this melancholy 
result in the minds of the Commission. But it will be no answer to the 
question: Why were the Jewish people, who will be the victims of the 
proposal, not asked to give evidence on partition ? 


High Commissioner's Responsibility 


The politicians and officials who have been ‘eard in camera in London 
have had their opportunity and have taken it. The High Commissioner, 
whose policy is largely -responsible for the failure of ordered government 
in Palestine, has been summoned to London, and he has had his 
opportunity. But the false assumptions on which Jewish witnesses were 
led to testify made their evidence irrelevant to the vital though veiled 
issue in the minds of the Commission. 

The time has come for the Jewish people to speak and to speak out 
plainly. Our moral position is unshakable. We were promised that the 
integrity of the Mandate would be maintained; that promise threatens 
to be broken. At least we have the right to be heard on the new position 
which has been created. Nor is the battle by any means lost. Our 
demand for justice will be powerfully supported in Parliament.

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For there can be no Jewish State without the co-operative help of the 
Jews. Moreover, there can be no partition without the support, or at 
least the acquiescence, of the Council of the League and the United States 
of America. Does anyone in his senses suppose that the Powers will 
reward a failure to carry out the Mandate by the gift of military and 
naval concessions in Palestine? With the Mandate will go automatically 
every vestige of British claim to safeguards in Haifa or on the Asiatic 
approaches to the Red Sea.

: The Theodor Herzl Yahrzeit Service, organised by the Zionist 


Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, was held on Monday evening 
at the Great Synagogue, Duke Street, Aldgate. The Rev. G. Boyars, 
of the Hampstead Synagogue, officiated, assisted by the choir of the 
Great Synagogue, under the direction of Mr. L. Shoot, and the Rev.

: Herzl, he said, could be compared to Moses, Aaron, and Samuel in 
: their generation, because he was endowed by Heaven with their 


virtues. Like Moses, he went out into the world to approach the 
powers on behalf of his people, and he came to his people and organised 
them. Just as Moses released his people from the slavery of Egypt, 
so did Herzl release their souls from the dust of the Galuth and 
taught them to strive again towards the goal of freedom, °of hie in 
their own land. And, above all, just as Moses gave up his hfe for 
his people, so did Herzl sacritice all he possessed, even Ins health, for 
the welfare of his people. And just as Aaron was a lover of peace, 
so was Herzl possessed with this gift. Herzl in his time kept all 
Zionrsts together and had patience with every section and every 
individual in the movement. His last words before he died were: “ My 
brothers, live together im peace, because there is*no greater danger 
for our movement than divisions.” And. yust as Samuel asked the 
Children of Israel “ Whose ox have I taken?” or “* Whose ass have I 
taken?” so they could all say that Herzl profited nothing materially 
from the movernent. ,

The income of the Keren Hayesod during the first six months of 
the vear 5697 amounted to £197,481, compared with £129,859 during 
the same period of 5696. This represents an increase of 52 per cent. 
In addition to the aforementioned amount, a sum of £70,449 was 
raised by the Mital Bitzarron (Appeal for Consohdation and Security) 
throughout the Diaspora. The total income of the Jewish Agency 
during the first half of 5697, therefore, amounted to £263,105, as 
compared with £134,100 during the corresponding period of 5696. 

The expenditure comprises £84,000 for colonisation, £31,000 for 
housing and publie works, £23,000 for immigration, £56,500 for security, 
£15,000 educational subsidy, and £13,000 for trade and industry.

The Scophony system, said Mr. Sagall, is a complete departure from 
previous practice, abamloning the cathode-ray tube system in tavou 
al opti al mechanical methods. “ From the time of the formation 
of the company until 1935 we expenenced many vicissitudes, We 
began work in two rooms in Dean Street, Soho, and often it looked 
as though we would have to wind up thé business. But the lovalty ol 
our small stafl, coupled-with the complete taith which all of us fad 
i the merits of the system, enabled us to overcome these dithculties.— 

In 1935, with the development of pubhe interest in television, things 
began to look better, he continued, and since then the COOPET AP hac 
ahead at an amazing speed: Scophony makes possible the use otf 
by tar the largest screens of any at present in use in this new industry. 
“ The. standard set for the said Mr. Sagall, “has a 
TVeASUTrInNgG 24 in. by 22 in., and we have now developed screens o ft 
by 4 ft. for use in halls tor pubhe exhibition.” (One of these is at 

he television exhibition at the Science Museum, South Kensington.) 

A new and larger sereen measuring 7 {t. by 6 ft. 1s almost ready for 
the market and will shortly be shown to the Press. The astomshing 
nature of this developanent can only be seen when it is recalled that the 
average television screen measures about 10 in. by 8 in. Even now the 
Scophony technical experts are working on a screen 16 ft. by 12 ft., 
the cluef problem, that of hght amplification, having been solved. 

Mr. Sagall is of the opimion that within two vears from now all 
radio receivers not fitted for television will be out of date. “ Within 
hve vears,’ he continued, “I am convinced that screens will be titted 
telephones. England leads the field in television. .We have here 
the finest, as it was the first, commercial service, our transmission 1s 
better, and our general techmque is much more highly developed than 
those abroad.” 

He spoke of his pet project, the establishment of a_ television 
“ University,” outhning the manner in which lectures could be given 
through the ether. ‘For example,” he said, “where. it 1s _ not 
_ practicable to demonstrate delicate surgical operations to more than 
* few.students at a tune, by the use of television hundreds could see 
the greatest surgeons at work and so benefit. This systein would also 
apply to geography and natural history and many other branches ol 
study.

INTERNATIONAL CHARITY SUPERVISION 

| have personally had occasion to be connected with several 
committees and to do some work in the management of Jewish 
relief organisation. It seems to me that the system of collecting 
funds for charity, the expenses incurred, and, above all, the general 
supervision leave alot to be desired. There is no doubt that this 
impression is growing in the minds of donors, and certainly in 
consequence reduces the sources of funds. It would be of great 
value if a sort of Supervisory Bureau were set up in every important 
capital like London, New York, and Paris, which would be entrusted 
with the supervision, with the aid of chartered accountants, of the 
accounts of every Jewish benevolent society which appeals to public 
generosity. This would do away with the prejudicial suspicions 
which I have. mentioned. ‘Phe money. available for charitable 
purposes is not-unlimited. Yet these collectigns are carried out at 
the present time in a very disorganised and unmethodical manner, 
Can we not devise some practical means of eventually seeing that 
charity, philanthropy, and the whole range of Jewish benevolent 
societies are organised in such a way that we, the contributors, 
may know that our money is going to a. good purpose and that the 
use which is made of it corresponds to our desires? My remarks 
are prompted by the article on page 10 of your paper of the 18th 
of June, entitled “Saving German Jewry.’—S. MARCOVICLCLEJA, 
7, Avenue Victor Emmanuel ITI], Paris.

THE DANGER OF PREMATURE BURIAL 

In reading Mr. J. Porton’s letter in Tue Jewisn Curonicie of 
June 4th, I was reminded of a certain episode which happened in my 
native town in Russian Poland when I was a young boy of twelve. 
A Jewish woman, the cause of whose death aroused suspicion, was 
erdered to be exhumed a fortnight after burial. For some reason 
the sexton could not indicate the exact grave, and the police had 
to open several graves before the one they wanted was found. In 
one of the graves a woman was found with a tuft of hair stuffed in 
her mouth. This extraordinary occurrence was explained by the 
sunple-minded people as an after-death pumshment of a “ wicked ” 
woman who had committed the hemous sin of going about with her 
hair uncovered! In later years, whenever that incident recurred to 
my mind, I felt a sense of horror, being convinced that that poor 
woman was actually burned alive, and that in her frenzied agony she 
tore her hair and put it in her mouth. One shudders to think how 
many of our people might have been buried alive on account of the 
undue haste as practised by our Community in the burial of our dead. 
I would suggest that an Anti-Premature Burial League be formed, 
with the object of minimusing as far as possible the danger.—Mr. I.

Secondary School Examination Reform 
Sir Philip Hartog’s Suggestions 


An address delivered by Sir Philip Hartog, K.B.E., to the Higher 
Education meeting at the Portsmouth conference of the National Union 
of Teachers this year has been printed in pamphlet form by the N.U.T. 
Its title is ‘“‘Seeondary School Examinations and the Curricula of 
Secondary Schools; with Suggestions for Reform.”’ 

The address was revised and amended by Sir Philip for publication, and, 
though its views and opinions are those of the writer onlv. the Executive 
of the National Union of Teachers believe that it will be appreciated 
by all interested in the subject of secondary education. It deals 
exhaustively with the vexed question of examinations among school

It ts 
also on iteworthy that no bovs have been admitted from any Provincial 
town durmg the past vear: there has been no boy from Hull for thirty 
Years and there has been none from Birmingham, Liverpool, or Cardiff 
durng recent vears.

Local Fears Prove Groundless 

Much local opposition was encountered when it was announced a little 
ever a vear ago that permission had been yranted by the Minister of 
Health for Finnart House, a mansion in a residential district, to be used 
as a Jewish Approved School. The Walton-Weybridge Council, the 
Weybridge Chamber of Commerce, and representatives of private interests 
fought against this proposal. Fears that the amenities of the district 
would be unpaired have, however, proved groundless and relations have 
accordingly improved. In April, when the boys had been in residence for 
two months, Mr. Ellis was asked by a local resident when the boys would 
be moving into the School! 

Finnart House stands in thirteen-and-a-half acres of beautiful parkland, 
and so comfortable and pleasant is the School that 1 could well under- 
stand why boys who have come from an East End slum are, after a short 
tune, reluctant to leave a plate where there are regular meals, good 
sleeping accommodation, spacious grounds for play, rooms for leisure, and 
three weeks’ holiday under canvas in the summer. 

The aim of the treatment is to rehabilitate the boy and to make hun «a 
iseful member of society. The boys are therefore treated as normal 
children and are given an ordinary elementary education, with a strong 
bias towards manual training. It has been discovered that certain tapes 
of boys will benefit more from this latter training than from ordinary 
classroom instruction. The boys have gained several prizes in wood and 
tetal-work at exhibitions of the Turners’ Company, and some of them 
have gone on to a Polytechnic for a more intensive training. 

Regular instruction is given also in Hebrew, history, and Jewish 
ethics; and services, arranged to suit the understanding of the boys, are 
held on Friday evenings, Sabbaths, and all Festivals in the School 
Synagogue, This is a delightful little place, which, it is hoped, will be 
used by local Jews in the same way as was the Synagogue in the School 
at Hayes. Boys are also prepared for their Barmitzvah and are ‘“‘ called 
to the Law ’’ in the Synagogue. . 

The facilitios of the School are being extended, and Mr. Ellis, who 
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beleves in the ise of cinema AS ith auc to edu ation and reereation, and 
who was one of the fifst teachers to use it for that purpose, would, [

The boys remain at the School up to the age of fifteen, or for three 
years, according to age, and great wm portance i attached to the after 
care work.

RACE HATRED SCOTCHED 


By Bernard Lecache 


Race hatred, that sinister weapon in modern international politics, has been freely employed 
during the last few years in North Africa—no less than in Palestine. 


fe But M. Bernard Lecache, President of the “Ligue Internationale Contre Racisme et Anti- 
Semitisme (the “ Lica” of Paris), had faith in the essential good-feeling of the Arabs. 


Once the 


anti-Semitic game was explained to them, he believed, they would see through the wicked lies of 
the “ racial” propagandists and would refuse any longer to be duped by them. 


Accordingly, in the spring of this year, he undertook a three months’ tour of North Africa—with 
His thrilling adventures in the cause of Peace, Truth, and Brotherliness are 


vividly recounted by him in the following article. 


Despite a campaign against him of the foulest calumny and cf ruth- 
less physical violence, the vast Arab masses thronged to his banner 
of Arab-Jewish fellowship—a vivid example of the ease of bringing 


Jew and Arab together, once the apostles of hate are exposed 

Since my return from French North Atnea, inany of my tnends - 
have approached. me ond asked me to give them my impressions of 
my missionary trp. Fifteen weeks beneath the African sun,’ they 
declare, must surely have left in my anemory deeper nnpressions than 


the fow.days I have since spent in France. | am bound to smue— 


not so much because [ cannot comply. with ther wishes as because | 


the harvest of expenences was so great that to attempt to answel 
them request is almost nupossible. 

For THe Jewish CHRONICLE and its readers, however, the - task 
assumes a different. aspect. First, because England is partieutariy 
interested in colomal problems, secondly because Jewish-Moslem uncter- 
standing is a foremost Enghsh interest, and tinally because, in the 
splendid words ot Terence: “ Nothing 1s ahen which concerneth man- 
kind.” 

My nuussion was undertaken on behalt of the InternationalPLeague 
Against Racialisin and Anti-Semmtisin. Of the peculiar natur 
tour | had an early renunder. My tirst pleasant surprise was 
that not only was I, a proclanmed Jew, weleomed in Tums by Petlow- 
Jows, but @n my arrival was greeted also by Tunisian Moslems and 
Christians. Even as I disembarked at Bizerta, this significant fact 
was evident in the expressions of the people who came to meet me, 
people representative ot the three rehgmons mentioned, And _ this 
combined welcome was not in rely an assochition gathered tovether 
fl the oceasion.. It was obvious that they represented a fellowship 
of long standing, trusty comrades umted in the tellowslup of a common 
ideal, 

The aristocrats, or bevs, of Tunts are friendly and hospitable people. 
In ther homeland, which France has never sought to colomse but 
only to protect, these descendants of the Hussem dynasty pass their 
days peacefully and contentedly in their shady mansions. Fifty years 
of French occupation has not led them to lose their charnung customs, 
the kindliness of their temperament, their serene mode of hfe which 
wakes them so attractive to strangers. Yet Tunisia has suffered, 
like most other countnes in the world, from thé effects of political 
crises, from the influence of the so-called historical phenomena, from

which, in point of fact, the Jewish people are suffering to-day in so 
many countries. That, iundced, is the reason why our work is so 


necessary. 

In Tunis itsed, a verntable .melting-pot of races, there are to be 
found on the shores of the lake of ancient Carthages in addition to 
thousands of Jews, Corsiciins. Maltese, and Cypriots, a number of 
Itahans, whose truculence and brazen. audacity are beconung “nore 
pronounced from day to day. It is easy to understand that my 
presence, exploited by the Inrelings of Racialism and Anti-Semitisin 
to. the utmost degree, could not fail to lead to a certamm amount of 

. trouble. I was unhappy that this should have been the ease, but I 
must confess | was not surprised. 


Fighting for Frcoeden 


The world is full of paradoxes. Just because a freé man from a 
land of: freedom wishes freely to speak to his fellow-men, he must 
needs encounter a veritable outcry in protest. But if’ I may be 
permitted to lay claim to a record, in this age of record insult and 
ealumny, I would say that no man in this year of 1937 was more 
‘imsulted and ecalutaniated than I was during those fifteen weeks of 
As for the threats I received, I only

ani honestly wa. however, that as a Lica propagandrst who went out 
to preach the doctrine of brotherly love between man and man, I was 
handsomely repaid for all the unpleasantness I endured by the 
enthusiastic response which I received amongst the gourbis and douars 
on the plains and in the mountains. I claim no personal triumph im 
this. When engaged in a fight of this kind success is the lighest. 
tribute to the truth of one’s gospel. If ones cause ts just, no force 
on earth can divert it and in the end it-wall trimmph over stuprdityv and 
lerance.

liagination is a ly developed taculty amongst the'Moslem 
peoples.-hence at-was enougk for the news of the arrrval of one who had 
eome to preach umity to fif'\from mouth to mouth-—more rapidly 
indeed than 1t could be convey@a by telegraph—for that unity to be 
as good as achieved. This sounds as though I am asking people to 
beheve in muracles or in the impossible. Personally I am no believer . 

AH the same, something 
very close to a miracle did take place—and | have the evidence of a 
hundred thousand North Afnmeans to confirm what I say—for my 
campaign was preceded wherever | went by spontaneous forward 
pubheitv, carned in advance of my arrival, by word of mouth, from 
town to town, from village to village, to the wretches who huddle in 
caves, to the Beduin wanderng with their flocks. 

But let us return to Tums, to the weleomes | received there and to 
the wilhagness with which its nhabitants grasped the ineamng of my 

l went into the Haara, the famous ghetto of that city. Old Blackened 
walls, fetid alleys, houses where in one room families of eight or ten 
inanage to live. The Haara is not unlke the other ghettoes I have 
visited in Poland, Ruimama, and Central Europe. It received me with 
a fervour truly Jewish, the people running out from their houses, from 
courts and alleys, and dancing in their joyous welcome. I had with 
me some friendly Mos'ems, the kind of men who consistently strive 
against Jewish persecution. Carried in triumph, called upon to deliver 
speeches, and invited to partake of boue’ha, a sour aleoholic drink, 


my fmends and I were seon tirmly established in the affections of the 
inhabitants. 


Magnificent Moslem Support 


On the followimg day we visited the native soukh.: Thé same 
scenes avere repeated with the same enthusiasm. And then, before 
leaving for the country, the time arrived to confront. the enemy him- 
celf—in two public mncetings in the heart of Tunis when we challenged 
the ramahsts and: anti-Senutes to debate with us. They came. But. 
furious at their discomfiture argument and at getting very much, 
the worst of it in.a heated debate, they attempted to stir’up hooligan 
disorders in the streets. It was for me an unforgettable sight to 
witness Jews, Moslems, and Christians united for the first time against 
these blackguards. For the first time in Tunis, men of different faiths 
who had so often fought amongst themselves stood shoulder to 
shoulder against the common enemy. A truly piquant ‘circumstance of 


this affray was that the anti-Semites were shouting’out : “ France for 
Frenchmen!” And those who’ shouted this slogan loudest, as it turned. 


out when they were arrested and taken to the police station, were, 
of all people, Itahans, preachers of Mussolini's beloved Fascist doctrine. 
At Sousse, ‘at Sfax; at Monastir; at Kairouan; ‘at La Goulette, at 


 Ferryyille, at Kef, at Beja, and in many other* towns in Turtisik—in 
“all parts of the country there were the same outbreaks Uf hdoligdnism ; 
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and the same spint of brotherliness amongst Jews and Moslems. Ina 
little while I ceased to be surprised to tind that amongst the crowds 
of two or three thousand, which was the average gathering of sup- 
porters at ny meetings, at least two-thirds were Moslems. wearing fez 
or dyellabah. . These men know how to recognise their real friends and 
those who are genuinely interested in their welfare. 

I shall never lorget that journey to Monastir. The dav before we hac 
left Tunis for Sousse. We covered a good stretch of road in heat such 
as one gets in a fine spring in those regions. Following the shores of 
the Mediterranean we came to a town which was a centre 
but the sea port of which had been idle since the crisis. 
more fodder crops to ship.

There were no 
And the trade in ol had decreased. But. 
the sight of the numerous inhabitants, even though thev had nothing 
to do, took away the depressing effect of a tradeless port. The whole 
town accepted enthusiastically our message. That night we covered 
the two hundred odd kilometres which separate Sousse from Sfax, a 
lovely town set anmndst olive groves. 

It was a wondertul night. The moonlight was so clear and beautiful 
that one longed for time to stand still, at least: to be able to stop 
on the road and wait for the dawn. We saw FE] Diem, standing amidst 
its ruins, proud and alone, reminding us of an ancient Roman civilisa- 
tion which had perished by its own greed. 


In Monastir 

On the following day, after having sown the good seed among the 
townspeople of Stax, aiter having braved the CMLeTRN and enlisted good 
friends, Christian, Jew, and Moslem, to carry on the work ig that 
city, we searcely noticed the burden of our fatigue, for Monastir was 
waiting for us. It is a quaint city and entirely native. With its 
anment walls it has an appearance which no other town in Tunis ies 
retained—except, perhaps, Kairouan. It has about it an appearance 
of pnde—and also of melancholy, as though it remembers the tragic 
events of two vears ago, when its streets were stamed with blood and 
two bundred of its citizens were slain. There had been rots and rifle 
fire. Monastir remembers this—indeed, such thin 
forgotten. 

Yet when | arnved the whole town turned out and showered kind- 
nesses and hospitahty upon me. Here was I, a Frenchman and, 
in a manner of speaking, representing the France which ruled them, 
a Jew, member of a race which these people were supposed to hate, 
and vet they gave me a welcome more hearty and sincere than T could 
liave hoped fgr in my wildest dreams. The truth was that Monastir, 
in its treatiott of myself, was expressing the faith of its citizens 
in the fellowship of peopfes and in

Canaraderie. 

The n there wer spreeches, reflecting the warmth of coud feeling, and 
aiterwards we had songs. There was a poignant item in the proceed- 
ings when Mohammed El Akzar. a ecnppled War veteran, rose on his 
crutches to speak. His actual words were not of so much Importance 
as the tremendous sincerity with which he uttered words, the purport 
ot which the world has heen awaiting tor so long. 


Sons of Abraham 


“My brother.” he began. addressing his words to me. “I love you 
because we are of the same race. Both of us are sons of Abraham. 
Both of us have sprung trom the same loins. Then again. you were 
in the War and at the front and I was there, too. You were in the 
trenches and so was I. In those days no one called you a ‘ dirty Jew’ 
and no one called me a ‘dirty Arab.” We were Frenchmen hke the 
rest, fighters hke our fellow-soldiers. Together we suffered, together 
we put up with mustortunes. You have not forgotten it, nor have 
l.. To-day you have come among us to help us. We 
you can rely upon us—even unto death,” 

He struggled painfully back to his seat amidst a silence of hushed 
sympathy, contrasting vividly with the wild tumult which had gone 
betore. What could I reply to such words? 
1 went over to hun and embraced him. 

But things were not always to go as they did in Soukh-Ahras during 
my tour ol Algena. : 

By studying the map of North Africa you can follow for yourself 
the route we traversed, the towns we visited, the roads along which 
we journeyed. But what you will not be able to discover, and what 
is almost impossible to deserbe, is the atmosphere of the surroundings, 
the profound ana splendid brotherliness of the Moslems, the furious 
hatred of the Nazi-Fascist elements. The bodyguard which had been 
provided for me. were on several occasions seriously considering the 
advisability of sleeping outside the door of my room at night, so much 
did that hatred develop in proportion to my progress, -Not a village 
wall but was covered with handbills blackeriing my name, not a 
district but had been flooded with pamphlets and-tracts by Hitler 
agents, printed in French and Arabic, calling for violence against me 
and against those who dared to welcome me. Every néwspaper and 
periodical issued by the Fascists screamed linprecations and threats 
at me, They vowed to kill me, to kidnap me, to throw me over the 
nearest precipice, to ambush my car at such-and-such a cross roads or 
While | was passing a certain: spot.

Now 
we have something to live for. We have found our souls. We are 
he longer so many animals.”

In reply to all the 
warnings I. received and to the 
anxious entreaties of my brave 
wife, who was accompanying me 
on my journey, | would answer in 
the native phrase: “ Jnshallah!” 

What personal precautions I took 
proved unnecessary, because, muuch 
against my wul, a squad of Garde 
Mobile Wiis told off to look after 
me wherever [ went. This body- 
guard brought me at the same time a good deal of respect and a good 
deal of msult. 1 bowed to the inevitable—what else could I do?— 
and I was soon good fnends with the brave fellows who formed my 
squad. We were soon swapping yarns and eating together. I was 
very glad to learn, subsequently, from the leutenant who commanded 
them: that, thanks to my presence in North Afnea, these fellows were 
getting a little extra pay. 

The Fascist and Nazi posters which were stuck up to try to 
destroy my campaign were often characterised by unintentional 
humour. One of them, for example, read as follows : 


THERE ARE STILL FRENCHMEN IN ALGERIA 


Do not allow this anti-French nuschief-maker to speak 
His real name is 
BINHAS NAKKACHE 
and he now calls himeelf 
BERNARD LECACHE 
Moslems and Frenehmen, this Jew shall not pitas m Algeria 


MOBILISE THE MASSES 


This strange notice had the reverse effect from that intended, There 
certainly was a mobilisation of the masses, but it was m order to 
hear me speak. It must have been some consolation to our enemies 
to know that at least the printers benefited by their efforts. - 

Meanwhile, I was getting excellent hearings from the crowds. I 
told them how my réal name was actually Bernard Lecache and that 
I had never borne the name Binhas Nakkache, and added that even 
though the latter had been my name I should have felt no occasion 
to blush beeausé=of it. I was soon able to dispose of the taunts on 
the Fascist handbills and placards, and invariably finished up with 
all the laughs on my side, 3 
Sometimes this was not all. At. Ain-Beida, for, example, I 
encountered a certain opponent. This place is situated in. the moun- 
tains and my audience consisted of over three thousand, pergons, of 
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whom quite half had made a journey of thirty or forty kilometres 
to hear me. My opponent began by asserting that | was not the same 
kind of Jew as the rest, all of whom ought to be hanged. He alleged 
that the Jews had not done ther share in the War and had sent the 
goyim to get killed for them. 

This little affair proved memorable. In the first place because it 
made me more furious than I think I have ever been before; and 
secondly because the great assembly of natives swarmed up towards 
the platform, bent on killing my opponent, and if we had not inter- 
posed a stout cordon between him and the crowd he would have been 
done to death.

The Pogrom in Czenstochowa , 
Three Days of Organised Destruction 
Police Look On—And the Mob Cheers Them

Details of the pogrom in Czenstochowa (following the alleged 
murder of a Pole by a Jew), which were not allowed to appear inthe 
Jewish press, have been published at full length in the anti-Semitic 
papers. The pogrom lasted, with intervals, for three days. On 
Saturday, June 19th, attacks on Jews. looting and demolishing of 
Jewish homes and shops began, and lasted for five hours. These 
were repeated on Sunday belween 2 and 5 p.m., and again on 
Monday for about three hours. Police forces, increased on 
Saturday, were patrolling the streets, but this did not prevent 
the pogrom. The damage caused is provisionally stated to 
reach about half-a-million ziotys (£200,000), About 300 Jewish 
shopkeepers have already registered their losses, and more are 
to come. In twelve streets Jewish shops were broken into and 
looted, Jewish homes demolished and destroyed. Several Syna- 
gogues had their windows smashed. The homes of Rabbi Dr. 
Hirschberg and Dr. hohn, a well-known industrialist, were broken 
into and demolished. A bomb was thrown into Dr. Koln’s house 
and exploded, ruining the whole home. 

The riots broke out after a special emergency meeting had been 
held in the headquarters of the local Endek Party. As soon 
as the news that the Jew Pendrak had mortally wounded the 
railway porter Baran was made known, the Endeks called a 
meeting “to decide on action.” At that meeting the full details 
of the pogrom were arranged and they were carried out according 
to plan. Christians were warned to display in their windows the 
image of Christ or signboards with the word “ Christian.’ Hours 
before the pogrom began these signs appeared in the windows and 
over the doors of non-Jewish houses and shops. The Jews imme- 
diately realised what was in store and went to the local district 
governor, M. Starosta, to ask for protection. Jacob Rosenberg, the 
President of the Kehilla, saw M. Starosta in the morning and 
obtained a promise that “order will be maintained.’ The same 
assurance was given on the telephone by the head offhe Safety 
Department in hielce, the seat of the Voyevoda. Extra police were 
drafted into the town, but the mob paid no beed and began their work 
as arranged at 6.30 in the evening. Led by Endeks, mostly youths, 
a mob numbering about 2,000 went from street to street sowing 
destruction. In the street where the pogrom began, not a single 
Jewish shop was left undamaged. Several shops and warehouses 
were set fire to. A toyshop was burned to the ground after petrol 
had been poured over it. Women, some of them schoolgirls. 
participated in the pogrom to an extent unknown even in Brest. 


so efficient was the pogrom and so accurately informed were its 


organisers that they made no mistake at all. One house was 
shared by a Christian and a Jew. The mob broke the window 
and looted that part of the house occupied by the Jew. The other 
half was left untouched. 


“Long Live the Police!” 


For five hours the pogrom went on undisturbed. On Sunday, 
Jews were again attacked and beaten and Jewish homes damaged, 
and the same on Monday. How it-was possible for the pogrom 
to be repeated twice with the extra police still in the town it-is 
difficultjo understand. According to the Jewish version the police 
were not energetic enough, and in some cases, as in Brest, they 
openly allowed the pogrom to proceed. The mob felt so secure that 
they eventually shouted “Long live the Police!" as a sign of their 
gratitude. 

During the three days 230 Jewish families were completely ruined. 
About twenty Jews were seriously injured, two very gravely indeed. 

In Czenstochowa, as in Brest, the principle of making all Jews 
responsible for the criminal act of one, a principle proclaimed in the 
Polish Courts recently, was put into operation. This pogrom, 
following the one in Brest, has had a terribly depressing effect on 
all Jews here. There is the feeling that the slightest spark may 
now produce another pogrom. Jewish life is so insecure nowadays 
that many Jews fear to travel or even to appear in the streets. 

The pogrom in Czenstochowa, and the fact that it was allowed 
to be ‘repeated for two further days in succession, has greatly 
emboldened the anti-Semites in other places. 

In Zurka, peasants have attacked Jews on market day, destroying 
Jewish stalls, shops, and homes. At Cykarzew Jews were beaten 
and one Jew's house was completely destroyed. Libzie, near 
Czenstochowa, was also the scene of anti-Jewish riots, many Jewish 
houses and shops being demolished. The Jews fled in panic. In 
Kamyk people broke into the Synagogue and demolished it com- 
pletely. In Mostowa and. Olszytn anti-Jewish riots occurred. At 
Kozieglowa, Jews were attacked and beaten. A large number of 


~* 


Jewish homes and shops was destroyed and Jewish property looted. 
Damage was done tothe Synagogue. Serious anti-Jewish riots also 
occurred at Donbrova. near Minsk Mazowiecka. In Chelm Jews 
were attacked and beaten in the public parks. Thus in ten places 
were the Jews attacked following the principal pogrom. 


Jewish Press Muzzled 


The Jewish press is forbidden to write about the events. lt is 
forced to give either the communiqués issued by official sources or 
nothing at all. More liberty and freedom in this respect is allowed 
to the anti-Semitic papers. ‘They write more fully about Jewish 
suffering than the Jews dare do. They are even allowed to feature 
the riots boldly and to hold them up as a good thing. Both about 
the pogrom in Brest and about the pogrom in Czenstochowa the 
anti-Jewish papers have been allowed to come ovt with the news 
first and at greater length than have the Jewish papers. Possibly 
this is because the non-Jewish papers are not read abroad as the 
Jewish are. 

Jewish Members of Parliament have placed an interpellation in 
the Sejm protesting against the pogrom in Czenstochowa. rhe 
details of the interpellation are not allowed to be published in the 
Press until the Marshal (Speaker) of the Sejm has given his 
consent. ‘And the Marshal has refused to discuss the interpellation 
till the next session. The only possibility open to the Jews is to 
air their grievances in the Diet. 

Deputy Dr. Sémmerstein has visited the Home Office and asked 
for better measures of protection for the Jews.

LEVANT FAIR TO HAVE A‘ PALESTINE DAY" 


Following a conference in New York, at which the attention. of 
the Italian Minister in the United States, Siguor Fulvio Suvich, was 
called to the concern of the American Jewish community at the 
Italian Press campaign against the Jews, assurances have been 
received by the American Jewish Congress that the Ltalian Govern- 
ment plans no change in policy towards its Jewish population. 

"The Italian Ambassador,’ Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise, President 
of the Congress, announced, ~ stated there would be no change in 
the attitude of the Government towards the Jews of Italy and that 
newspaper articles are pot to be viewed as significant of change. 
The Jews of Italy, though few in number, occupy a high and 
distinguished place in Italy, and that place will remain secure and 
undisturbed.” (This follows on the assurances given in Italy and 
reported in last week's JEWisH CHRONICLE, | 

Colour is given to this assurance by the fact that a special 
Palestine Pavilion is to be erected at the Levant Fair, which is 
shortly to be opened in Bari. The administration of the Fair has, 
in agreement with the Italian Government, decided to organise a 
special “Palestine Day,’ in the course of which possibilities of 
establishing closer economic relations between Italy and Palestine 
will be discussed with Jewish representatives from Palestine. 


The R&GIME FASCISTA reports that the newly-formed Union of Italians 
of the Creed of Moses, which consists of extreme anti-Zionist and Fascist 
Jews, has sent a formal request to the Public Prosecutor in Milan to close 
the Zionist Association there. It is also preparing a memorandum 
explaining its opposition to Zionism and to any co-operation of Italian 
Jews with World Jewry. 


UNITED STATES 


Sinclair Lewis Tells Hitler 


The British Press last week provided its readers with a quiet 
laugh by relating how Sinclair Lewis, the fameus novelist, replied 
to an invitation from Germany to certify his “Aryan” origin. 
The occasion was a proposition to produce in Berlin his novel 
“ Dodsworth” in a stage adaptation by Sidney Howard. Hans 
Bartsch, the German impresario, wrote to Mr. Lewis and Mr. 
Howard asking for formal Jetters certifying the “ Aryan” purity of 
their blood. He received the following reply: “ We fear that with 
deep regret we shall be unable to give you certificates guaranteeing 
that we are’Aryan. Who knows what ancestors we may have had in 
the last few hundred years? We really are as ignorant of them ag 
even Hitler of his. In answering please use our proper legal names— 
Sidney Horowitz and Sinelair Levy.” 

Actually, neither Mr. Lewis nor Mr. Howard is a Jew,

RUMANIA 
Cuza and Averescu Join Forces 


Jewish Party to Fight Election 
KING CAROL'S CONCILIATORY SPEECH 


Rumanian Jewry has learned with amazement and anxiety of the 
successful negotiations carried on by the Cuzist Party with the 
People’s Party, headed by Marshal Averescu, for a fusion of their 
forces, in order to fight together the Parliamentary general election 
intheautumn. Hitherto Marshal Averescu bas maintained a correct 
attitude towards the Jews, but it is generally believed that the 
Marshal was forced by his Party to negotiate with the Cuzists. 
because the Party saw no prospects for itself in fighting the general 
election alone. The new united Party will be known as the Natioual 
Christian People’s Party. Marshal Averescu will be its Honorary 
President and Senator Cuza and Deputy Goga will be its leaders. 

The Cengress of the Jewish Party, held in Bucharest, has decided 
to run a list of cindidates at the next Parliamentaty elections. Dr. 
Theodor Fischer was re-elected President of the Party, and the follow 
ing resolution was passed: © The authorised representatives of the 
Jewish Party of Rumania are at one with the Jewish population of 
the country in expressing their deepest anxiety with regard to the 
present extremely grave situation of the Jews in Rumania brought 
about by tendencies which strive to oust thom from their pre-ent 
economic position.” The resolution proceeded to detailed protests 
and to assurances of Jewish solidarity. 

A speech delivered by King Carol during his visit to Cetatea Alba, 
before he left for Poland, was marked by a friendly attitude towards 
the minorities. The King stated that be noted with pleasure their 
loyalty, and he declared that the Government wou!d adopt a policy 
of benevolence aud understanding in :elation to them, in order to 
str nogthen their bonds with the majoiily population. 

The anti-Semites suffered a moral defeat in the elections to the 
Council of the Bucharest Bar Association, which should have taken 
place last week. Two lists of candidates were put up: the 
Democratic list, which included Jewish candidates, aid the 
Nationalist anti-Semitic list, whose candidates were in favour of the 
numerus nullus. Expecting the recurrence of the anti-Jewish 
disorders of last year, the Government surrounded the Palace of 
Justice, where the elections were to have been held. with detach- 
ments of potice. Realising that it would be impossible this time to 
defeat the Democratic list, should free elections be ullowed to take 
place, the Nationalists decided ‘o sabotage the elections by abstain. 
ing. The elections were, therefore, postponed indefinitely. This 
moral defeat of the anti Semites is of some importance, since the 
Bucharest Bar Association leads the campaign for the “ Rumanisa- 
tion’ of the Bar Associations of the whole country. 

The anti-Semites have also scored a victory, however. The wearing 
of the swastika has been declared legal by the Jassy Court of Appeal. 
which acquitted two leaders of the anti-Semitic Christian National 
Party who were accused of having worn the badge. ‘The Court 
stated that the swastika was not a political, but a religious symbol. 
This extraordinary ruling has provoked considerable comment in 
the press here. 


HUNGARY 


“The Jewish Problem” 


Count Bethlen Says It Exis's 
AND ASKS FOR A “ WISE AND EQUITABLE SOLUTION " 


A plea for a” wise and equitable ” solution of the Jewish question 
was made in the House of Deputies by Count Stefan Bethlen, former 
Prime Minister. Count Bethlen refused to agree with tae Jewish 
deputy Dr. Vazsonyi, who claimed thatthere was no Jewish problem 
in Hungary. 


f “The Prime Minister, Dr. Daranyi,” Count Bethlen declared, 


“ said in Szegedin that there was a Jewish question. 1, too, am of 
the same opinion; there is a Jewish question. For the fact of 
equality before the law is not decisive. Weare all convinced that 
equality before the law must not be abolished, but in spite of this a 
certain dissatisfaction exists. The Government has, therefore, the 
duty to draft a programme to deal with the Jewish question in a 
manner that ought to be sober, wise, and equitable, and that should 
do nothing to violate the principle of equality before the law. 

“ During the last sixty or seventy years,’ Count Bethien went on, 
‘a large immigration of Jewish elements into Ilungary took place 
from Galicia and Eastern Europe. These people have by their 
cleverness, adaptability, and intelligence, surpassing by far the 
economic abilities of the Hungarian people, estabiished new 
industries and new trading enterprises in Hungary which were of 
tremendous economic advantage to this country. This is not 
surprising, because we are dealing with a people whose culture goes 
back for five thousand years and who have been excluded from the 
other professions in most countries of the world. a hws 

“One consequence of this, however, is that Christian initiative is 
almost completely eliminated from the business life of the country. 
Another consequence is that Jewish youth can easily obtain employ- 
ment in business, whereas non-Jewish youth finds it very hard to 
obtain any employment at all. This bas given rise to the feeling 
that the future of the Christian population is uncertain; for while 
the Jews, because of their economic experience, accumulate large 
fortunes, the masses of the Christian population remain poor. This 
must be admitted. It is no use hiding the facts.” 

Several speeches on the Jewish question were made in the Upper 
Chamber also during the debate on the budget. Deputy Jobann 
Galanffy, President of. the District Chamber of Notaries olf Debreczin, 
also referred to the recent speech of the Prime Minister to emphasise 
that the Jews occupied a dominant position in the countrys 
ecouomie life. He demanded that the Jews should be proclaimed a 
national minority.

Chief Rabbinate of North Holland 
Rabbi Frank Installed 


[From our Correspondent-—AMSTERDAM] 


In the presence of the local civic authorities, the Chie! Rabbi of 
Amsterdam, and the Chief Rabbis of the various provincial areas, 
Rabbi Philip Frank was installed as Chief Rabbi of the province of 
North Holland, which bas a Jewish population of some 4,000, 

Until recently this province included Amsterdam and was under 
the control of one spiritual chief, but to facilitate rabbinical admin. 
istration, the State authorised a territorial reorganisation as the 
result of which Amsterdam was permitted to elect its own Chief 
Rabbi. thus ending a system of Jewish ecclesiastical control intro- 
duced by Royal decree in 1814 

The new incumbent of North Holland is a native of Hilversum, 
and although only in his twenty-seventh year has already shown 
marked ability as a spiritual leader and organiser, and has devoted 
himself to cultural movements among the Jewish youth. Two 
years ago be was awarded the rabbinical diploma at the Jewish 
Seminarium, of which he is a graduate, and of which he is now a 
member of the lecturing stoff. Last year he took his degree in 
classics at the Amsterdam University. lle is betrothed to a grand. 
daughter of Dr. Dunner, who was Chiet Rabbi of the province of 
North Holland from 1874 to 1911,

Programme for Biro-Bidjan Ratified 


Concentration on Housing 


The Council of P ople’s Commissars of the. Soviet Union has 
issued an order officially ratifying the plan of Jewish settlement in 
Biro-Bidjan forthe year 1937. According to this plan, the Comzet 
(Government Commission for Settlement of Jews on the Land) will 
settie in the Jewish Autonomous Region in 1057, 2,160 families ond 
1.620 individuals. The Council has also assigned 9 000.000 roubles 
for financing the settlement of the immigrants. Of this sum the 
Comzet is to spend 1,200,000 roubles on the building of an imint 
grants’ home and other accommodation, The Council also empowers 
the local authorities to build 38.000 houses for the collective 
farmers. Altogether. 5.398.000 roubles is to be spent on bousing 
pecommodation.

Government Promises Protection 
“JEWS NEED NOT BE ALARMED " 


The activities of the anti-Semitic societies are assuming a more 
violent character. In Varna, for instance, two bombs were thrown 
the other day at the Jewish Co-operative Bank “ Ahavat Achim” and 
at the house of a Jewish resident named Pelossoy. 
fortunately no casualties and the damage was only slight. 

The Bulgarian authorities have recently taken steps to suppress 
the more active anti-Semitic societies in the country. The Miuister 
of the Interior has refused to ratify the statutes of the new anti- 
Semitic organisation formed by Professor Kazandjiev. A pamphlet 
against the Jews published by the National Socialist Society of 
bulgaria has also been confiscated by the authorities. 

One of Bulgaria's most famous publicists, M. Spissarevski, 2 
former Bulgarian Consul in Marseilles and Cairo, has organised a 
public meeting to,combat the present anti-Semitic agitation. 

-A delegation of the Central Consistory of Bulgarian Jews was 
received on Monday by M. Ivan Krasnoysky, the Minister of the 
Interior, to whom it submifted a memorandum on the recent out- 
break at Varna. The delegation also drew the attention of the 
Minister to the newly-formed anti-Semitic National Socialist Party. 

The Minister promised that the police would do all they possibly 
could to discover the perpetrators of the bombing outrage. As for 
the National Socialist Party, he assured the delegation that no 
organisation which aimed at inciting one section of the nation 
against another would be permitted to exist. Thelaw ou that point 

was clear and it would be applied rigorously. ~ The Jewish popula- 
tion of Bulgaria,” M. Krasnovsky concluded, © need not be alarmed, 
andcan go about its business calmly in the knowledge that the 
Government is determined to give protection to every section of the 
population without distinction of race or religion.

APPEAL FOR POLISH JEWRY 

Dealing with the proposal to launch an appeal on behalf of Polish 
Jewry. Bro. Domb referred to the editorial comments that had appeared 
in THE Jewish CHRONICLE, and read a letter which had been sent to the 
Editor (this letter bas since been published). He wished to make it clear 
that the Order was desirous of seeing a co-ordinated effort, and would use 
its utmost endeavours to collect a substantial sum which would be paid 
over to such central authority as was instituted by the Community. 

In the discussion on the annual Report, Bro. D. Bernstein said he was 
rather disappointed that the Order did not approve a suggestion that the 
Jubilee should be celebrated in a more tangible manner, for example, by 


naming a bed- at the London Jewish. Hospital. Several delegates’ 


emphasised that the Order bad a splendid opportunity, in the encourage- 
ment of the javenile membership, to provide a regular and valuable 
source of recruitment. Arising out of the discussion a resolution was 
moved by Bro. H. Baum, and seconded by Bro. B. Bennett, that the 
Grand Lodge pledges itself to urge the lodges and iudividual members te 
sive the utmost support to the appeal on behalf of Polsh Jewry, This 
was carried with acclamation.

THE ASSOCIATION AND JEWISH DEFENCE 


Bro. John Dight reported that as a result of negotiations between the 
Jewish Board of Deputies and the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies 
it was ultimately decided that the Deputies shonld take over complete 
responsibility. for the open-air Defence Campaign. A. London Central 
Committee would be set up composed of Officers of the Deputies and 
representatives of the Association for Jewish Youth, the Jewish 
x-Servicemen'’s Association, the Maccabi Movement, and the Association 
of Jewish Friendly Societies, the last-named orcanisation having two 
members. A Meetings Officer would be responsible to the Central Com. 
mittee for conducting the campaign, subject to the issue of periodical 
reports to the Co-Ordinating Committee of the Board, lt was his 
honest conviction, said Bro. Dight, that with the added resources 
now available for the Central Committee, the campaign instead of 
weakening would be carried on with even greater prospects of success. 
The Board's plans, of which he had knowledge, indicated that determined 
efforts-ould be made to carry on the campaign in a vigorous manner, 
which should give entire satisfaction. Many claims had been made inthe 
past by the Friendly Societies, and he hoped that every delegate, and the 
entire Order, would give the utmost support to this work by continuing to 
share in the responsibility for the open-air meetings. It was desirable 
that through the medium of the Assoclation young workers from all the 
Orders and from the Achei Brith in particular, should be encouraged to 
play their part, to train as speakers or support the meetings in other 
ways, and show the Board that they could be depended upon to rally to 
the defence of Jewry. He accordingly asked the Grand Lodge to give the 
Deputies an assurance of their loyalty. 

Following this statement the following resolution moved by Bro. M, Cash 
and seconded by Bro.

A NEW “JEWISH” NEWSPAPER 


Trick to Gull Foreigners ? 
PUBLISHED BY KARESKI'S ORGANISATION 


Anyone reading the bald announcement that a new Jewish weekly 
newspaper, entitled Das JuEepIscHE VOLK, is to be published this week 
in Germany might be pardoned for thinking that the persecution of 
the Jews is at an end. Not only does a hewspaper cost money to 
produce, but also, in a country where the Press is State-controlled, it 
needs the goodwill of the Government. 

Anyone, therefore, who knows that the persecution is as relentless 
as ever has to look further; and he finds that the paper is described 
as “the official organ of the State Zionist Organisation.” This, he 
remembers, is Georg Kareski’s organisation and he is reminded that 
during the persecution Kareski, a Jew, has taken oflice with the Nazi 
Government to control the cultural affairs of his fellow-Jews. He 
remnembers the uproar the acceptance of the appointment created-in 
the Jewish Community and that the Government and Kareski stood 
together in opposition to the wishes of the Community. 

tven if one can credit Kareski with the highest motives one carinot 
escape the conclusion that, as a Jew in the service 
can be nothing but their puppet. It is not difficult, therefore, to see 
the advantage to the Nazis of a Jewish newspaper under a man 
who would be of necessity complaisant. What better propaganda could 
there be for the gullible foreign visitor 
te be exceptionally gullible—than to show him a Jewish. newspaper 
which has every appearance of freedom and gives no hint whatever 
that the Jews are bemg persecuted ? 

Is it a mere coincidence that this same week the ‘Propaganda 
Ministry has issued instructions to the Runpscnav, the 
old-established Zionist organ, restricting its news? One would have 
thought that the Runpscuav had already curtailed its news sufficiently. 
From the beginning of the Nazi regime it has not dared to publish the 
facts of the persecution on its own responsibility.

Restrictions on Jews on Lithuanian Frontier 


Nazi Breach of Trade Agreement 


A spemal survey of the position of the Jews in German towns 
near the Lithuaman frontier, conducted by the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, shows that within recent months the various facilities enjoyed 
by Jews as a result of the Lithuanian-German Trade Agreement have 
been withdrawn. For instance, the Nazi authorities in the frontier 
districts have deprived the Jews of the customary permits to cross the 
frontier in order to make purchases of Kasher meat and other produce. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency adds that the Lithuaman author- 
ities have decided to intervene in the matter on the ground that, 
although it ‘Is an internal German affair, it is also a breach of the recent 
German-Lithuanian trade agreement, since it deprives Lithuania of a 
large number of purchasers of its agricultural produce. It is pointed 
out in Lithuanian Governnient circles that.in accordance with the 
trade agreement every German citizen has the mght to purchase from 
Lithuania six marks’ worth of produce daily, and since an important 
section of the German population has now been deprived of the mght 
te cross the border, Lithuama will incur’ substantial trade losses. If 
the intervention of the Lithuanian Government in this matter should 
fail, it may retaliate by reducing the number of permits to Lithuanians 
sho cross over into Germany for business purposes.

Tales of Tragedy From Everywhere 
“ARYANISATION AND BOYCOTT 


According to new instructions issued by Herr Hilbard, the head 
of the Reichs Group of Insurance Companies, only “politically reliable” 
persons will be accepted in future as insurance agents. All applicants 
will have to produce police certificates that they are reliable persons 
from a Nazi point of view. It is obvious that the new order, although 
it makes no mention of the Jews, will have the effect of preventing 
Jews from becoming agents; and if it is enforced against Jews now 
employed as insurance agents, a large number of them will become 
unemployed, as the police are not likely to issue certificates of political 
reliability to Jews. : 7 

Julius Streicher has raised a new storm in his SrUERMER against the 
famous Berlin shoe firm, Leiser, and has induced the German Labour 
Front to take action against the Jewish employees of the concern. The 
Leiser firm, which before 1933 belonged entirely to Jews, was con- 
siderably “Aryanised ” when Hitler came into power, but its Jewish 
proprieturs retained an interest in it and about fifty Jews 
remained in the employment of its different branches. The STUERMER 
could not tolerate this and demanded that the firm should be com- 
pletely “Aryanised ” or else boycotted. No sooner had the STUERMER 
started its agitation than the German Labour Front submitted a 
demand to the heads of the firm to dismiss all Jewish employees. As 
the demands of the German Labour Front can never be ignored, it 
is expected that the firm will soon be fully “Aryantsed.” 
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The big Upper Silg@ian Jewish firm of Jonass and Neite, founded 
in 1858, has passed into “Aryan” hands. The large firm of Nathan 
Philp and Co., in Hamburg, which has been in existence for eighty 
years, has also passed out of Jewish hands. 

The Scuowarze Korps, the organ of the 8.S., has published a list 
of German firms employing Jewish agents in Greece, with a demand 
tor the dismissal of the agents. The WesTpevuTscHER BroBacuTerR has 
been making simular demands. In order to save the Lithuanian market, 
the large German export firms of the motor-car, metallurgical, dye, and 
other industries have during the last month re-engaged all their Jewish 
travellers. The recently-appointed “Aryan” representatives could 
make no contact with Jewish trading circles in Lithuania. 

The latest additions to the Judenrein towns in Germany are Nieder- 
Weisen, in the Rhineland, and Poliksen, in Eastern Prussia. The 
last Jewish family to leave Nieder-Weisen, the Simon family, played 
a prominent part in the local cattle trade for the last two generations 
and was highly respected. The authorities in East Prussia have 
introduced a new restriction preventing the Jews from migrating to 
other parts of Germany 


GERMAN NEWS. ITEMS 


THe Jewish Winter Rehef Campaign in Frankfort-on-Main of 
1936-37 provided assistance for 4,765 persons. The Community spent 
11,000 marks on cash allowances, 82,000 on foodstuffs, 60,000 on meals, 
65,000 on clothes, and 17,000 on coal. One-sixth of the 4.900 members 
of the Jewish Community of Mannheim, namely, 837, were in receipt of 
winter relet.

The Church Assembly and German Jews 
Archbishop Appseals to Hitler and the L ague 


The Church Assembly met last week and. several references were 
made to:the persecution of the Jews in Germany and the appallng 
lot of the refugees. 

Speaking on the report of the Church Council on foreign relations, 
the Archbishop of Canterbur? said: “We must distinguish between 
the impressions which are from time to time made by the Fuhrer and 
the pressure which is continually operating on the German mind and 
soul through official sources. Whatever the intention of the Fuhrer 
may be, it does not seem to operate in the direction of restraining 
or moderating that persistent attack on what we must consider the 
fundamentals of the Christian faith, such as that by Herr Streicher 
against the Jews, and Herr Rosenberg, in charge of the education of 
vouth, against the Christian creed. | have been making representa- 
tions in such ways as are open to me, and, veing of wn offal character, 
they are entirely confidential and | cannot speak of them.” 

In the same debate the Bishop of Chichester said: “If IT were able 
to make a personal appeal to Adolf Hitler, | would say: * We in the 
Church of England want fnendship. We want to make amends for 
the myustice that Germany has suffered, and suffers, under the Treaty 
of Versailles. We want to give Germany ample ground for expansion 
and maintenance. I appreciate your wishes for political change, 
but you make your situation unpossibly hard by your treatment of 
the Jews, of the ‘non-Aryan’ Christians, and of the churches. In 
the name of that justice and peace to which you appeal in the interests 
of political improvement, I beg you not to use your all-powerful might 
in your own hands to oppress and persecute those who are so much 
weaker than vourself.” ””. 

- The plight of the refugees was referred to on the report of the Social 
and Industrial Commission, and the Bishop of London said: “ The 
most unportant thing for our consideration is the question of refugees. 
We have got to face this tremendous question and make up our mind 
what is to be done about it. The refugees have been reduced to-an 
appalling condition, and they need mmmeciate help.” The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury appealed to the League of Nations by adding: 
*“ What the League of Nations can do it is not for me to say. But,

Orangeade 

Three oranges. Water, 1 pint. 
One lemon. Citric acid, 1 07 
C;ranulated sugar, 1 Ib, Essence of ginger, 1 small ceaspoonful. 

THICK-SKINNED oranges are the most suitable. Wipe the fruit with a 
damp cloth; grate the rind and squeeze the juice, and put both rind 
and juice into an carthenware bowl, Boil the sugar and water together 
for 2 or 3 minutes, then pour it over the juice and rind, Add the ginger 
and citric acid; let it stand till the next day, stirring at intervals. Strain 
and bottle.

Annual Meeting 
TUTORIAL COURSES ON JEWISH SUBJECTS PLANNED 


Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein, Chairman of the Couneil for Jewish Adult 
Education, presided at the annual meeting on Monday evening at 103, 
Hamilton Terrace, N.W., the residence of the Chief Rabbi. Dr. Epstein 
moved the adoption of the annual report, containing an interesting 
survey of the Council's activities. The following is an abstract: 

During the session 1936/7, twenty terminal courses were held. All these 
proved successful and maintained a very good attendance. All the courses 
held under the auspices of the Council were conducted with the co-operation 
of the Workers’ Educational Association and the London County Council. 
The Council for Jewish Adult Education desires to express its thanks to the 
Workers’ Educational Association for its assistance in obtaming grants for the 
classes held under its auspices, and to the Principals of the L.C.C. Institutes, 
who assisted in securing the success of the classes held at their Institutes and 
for their ready advice. Thanks are also due to the Chief Rabbi for his practical 
interest and material assistance, and to The Jewish CHRONICLE for giving 
publicity to communications from the Council as to tts general activities and 
for bringing to the notice of the public particulars of the classes formed. In 
the absence of a rewular income the Council had to rely almost entitely on 
donations and subscriptions from its affiliated bodies and some outside sources. 
This income, however, is totally inadequate to meet the requirements of the 
Council. Given the necessary means, there should be no difficdlty for the 
Council to maintain, develop, and expand its activities so that no prospective 
body of students should, through lack of means, have to go without the 
instraction which the Couuril is Capable of providing. 

Dr. Epstein said that their work had been rendered possible through the 
generosity of the Chief Rabbi, who had given a donation of £20. Without 
that help their Council would by now have been dead and burned. They 
wanted. about £360 to subsidise at least fifty tutonal courses for the 
coming Vear in various Hebrew subjects, apart froii continuotis courses of 
lectures which would be conducted in conjunction with the Workers’ 
Educational Assocution and the L.C.C, as m previous years. 

In the course of the discussion reference was made to the appeal for 
£100,000 for the Bows’ Clubs. Mr. Harry Samuels stressed the fact chat 
in great part the appeal for that money was on the basis of the work 
which their Council was doing. He suggested that they should get im 
touch with those responsible for the appeal with a view to enlisting their 
support. The report was adopted, and Mr. Samuels’ suggestion agreed to. 

The Chief Rabbi was re-elected Presdent; Dr. I. Epstein, Chairman ;

Conditions in France have overshadowed financial affairs at all the 
more important business centres of the world. Business on the London 
Stock Exchange has been reduced to negligible dimensions. There 
is no semblance of panic. A few sellers appear who are more or less 
forced to sell stock in order to finance commitments elsewhere, but 
there is no hasty liquidation. The policy is to stand still and wait 
until the position in France has been rectified. Dealers in most markets 
have marked down prices as a precautionary measure, and there are 
a few courageous buyers taking up lines of cheap stock on the 
probability of recovery when markets become more normal. All 
dealings in frances through the foreign exchange market have been 
stopped temporarily. Meanwhile, financial, as well as trade, conditions 
in this country continue to flourish, and there is every likelihood of 
better and brighter markets here at no very distant date.

Palestinian Singer in London 
FOLK SONG OR OPERA? 


Mme. Rebecca Machat, a Palestinian who ts visiting London, gave a 
song recital last week under the auspices of the Tarbut Association at 
Woburn House, W.C. Mr. Israel Hoffman also played some pianoforte 
solos. 

Both performers laboured under very considerable dithculties, the 
chief of which was the prano, which was apparently mechamealls 
unsound as well as being out of tune. The second difficulty was the 
audience, which was not merely restive, but positively rude. Several 
separate and very audible conversations apparently humorous 
were in progress throughout the evening; and gent.eman 
apparently followed the programuine from an evening newspaper.

In these circumstances it was very much to the credit. of se 
performers that the music was co intcresting an¢, 11 tac case OF Str. 


Hoffman, genuinely moving. Mme. Machat’s prograt:nme wes a mixture 
of folk Song, New songs from Palestine. and operatic arias. For the 
last she had neither the feeling nor the technical accormplishinents, 
but her pleasant voice was admirably suited to the folk sones into tue 
spiunt of whieh she freely entered. 

Mr. Hoffman is well known as a pianist of 
greater promise. On this occasion, however, his great st attribute was 
his judgment in refusing to give a first pubhie performance to.a 
composition of his own. I was later able to listen to th:s wor kK, Fantasy 
on a popular Hebrew Air,” and entirely agreed that a performance in 
the cireumstances mentioned might have been fatal to the seit-respect 
of the composer. ‘The work shows definitely that Mr. Hoffman has 
something worth while saying and knows how to say it.

but for all mankind. Thus they freed the faith 
of the Jew for ever from the fetters of a narrow, . 
exclusive racialism and nationalsm. 

The nameless prophet who wrote that little 
masterpiece, the Book of Jonah, taught the 
Brotherhood of Man to supplement and illustrate 
the prophetic doctrine of the Fatherhood of God, 
By identifying spirituality with the ethical life, 
and the service of God- with the service of man, 
the prophets prepared the way for that demo- 
eratic, purified faith which could survive the 
shock of Jerusalem’s destruction. 

Centuries have elapsed since those strange, 
solitary men of vision strode the hills of Ju 
and ‘lifted their voices as trumpets of justice anc 
goodwill. The world has still to listen to their 
message. We have still to heed the truths te 
which they gave timeless expression. For what 
the prophetic spirit of Israel has to tell us is not 
a faint echo from the buried past. We make a 
fatal mistake when we think of the Hebrew 
prophets as ancient spectres moving in the musts 
of tume. The reas of the mighty men: on 
horseback will one day roll away. But the still, 
small voice of Jewish prophecy shall whisper 
eternally in men’s ears.
